Apples Are 
Kept Fresh 


Apples from fast year’s crop, 
kept by. a new process so they 
remain as fresh as when picked, 
are coming on the market in May 


and June, says a message from 
the United Press. 


This will be the first commer- 
cial test of “sleeping” fruit. The 
apples are now in a state which 
literally simulates the deepest 
sleep. . : 

The fruit was placed last autumn 
in cool rooms, 40 degrees instead of 
the ordinary 32 degrees ‘cold storage 
temperature. The rooms were tight- 
ly sealed and the oxygen of thelr air 


+reduced-to—two-per—cent-instead-of 


the normal 20 per cent. \At the same 
time the carbon dioxide was raised to 
five .per cent, this gas coming from 
the fruit, . . . 

: Same Flavour 


The effect is to literally slow down 
the apples’ rate of Ilving, so that they 
last for many months without detect- 
able change, even In flavour. 

At two years, however, there is 
a difference in flavour. It is slight, 
miytht escape notice sometimes,, but 
it is suMfcient so that no commer- 
clal plans now are under way to keep 
upples fresh for more. than one 
seuson, * . . 
Slow In Awakening 


These sleeping apples have another 
quallty which . breaks. all records, 
After coming from the sleeping stor- 
nye room, they will keep fresh In the 
home for hree oor. four weeks, 
Usually apples at home keep well for 
only four or five days. These apples 
remain ffesh because they are very 
slow in awakening.

Meanwhile preparations had been 
made for the bombard- 
ment. Decks were red of all 
unnecessary fear, shelves, 
hook-cases-and-doors-wore-all-stripp~, 

.ed from the ward-room, 

So far, we had been extremely 
lucky and had not received any air 
attacks, When - darkne: fell, the 
enemy was apparently still entirely 
unaware of our ftotentions, At 
nightfall, we altered our course, fo- 
ing full speed ahead for Tripoli. 

Air Attack On Tripoli. 

While still two hours distance from 
Tripoli, we could see violent nnti- 
alreraft fire and Naming onions as the 
RAF. ond Fleet Air Arm had al- 
ready begun their attack, engaking 
the port's defences while we took up 
position for the bombardment, 

We also passed a fully Wuminated 
hospital ship about ten miles from 
Tripoli, but it Is very unlikely that 
she saw the blucked-out battle fleet 
vs the moon had not yet risen, . 

Although the raid carried out by 
the British planes had failed to start 
any big fires, the large number of 
green, blue, yellow and white flaming 
onions sent up by the Tripoli de- 
fenders provided an ample guide as 
we approuched. For half an hour 1 
watched the intermittent barrupe 
against our aircraft as we gradually 
crept, near the shore, ‘ 3 

Solitary Searchlight 

A solitary Itallan searchlilght tried 
to pick out the encircling — aircraft 
which. continuously droppel bombs 
and flares. :

Shore Battcrics Open

unpleasant sound of shells whistling 
overhead, 

As the bombardment progressed, 
spotting became more difficult and 
we did not Jearn the full results until 
late that afternoon, My last Jmpres- 
sion of Tripoli as we drew away was’ 

solld blanket of smoke and sand, 
Mames tind dense columns of smoke 
were rising into the sky as an oll 
fuel depot blazed furiously, 

Seven-Mile Range 

Our fring ranye was about seven 
niles and one ship alone fired over 
150 tons of shells into the port. 

“With less than two hours in which 
to withdraw from the Tripoli coast, 
we prepared for a most unpleasant 
day. We did not expect to sit down 
fov a midday meal and the ships’ 
cooks had been busy the previous 
evening, preparing Cornish pastries 
for pienic Iyncheoa, but the | im- 
mediate retaliation that we expected 
did not materialise. 

We stuhted an enemy seaplane, 
which our (ghters promptly destroy- 
ed and a large Dornier flying boat 
which was. forced down on the sea 
and took off again, only to be forecd 
back into the sea badly damaged. 

Late on Tuvsday afternoon, as we 
were hastening towards our base, 
three Junkers 88's came over but 
before they reached gun range, our 
Aghters had intercepted them.
